Already 


Filed and Many More to 
Come—Next 


Thursday U the Last Day. 
.Next Thursday. November *>, Is the 


last day allowed by Inw fur the tiling 
of nomination papers fur the various 
ollicei: to be HlleJ at the municipal 
election to be held ou Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 4. Ou that day Hie electors of 
Newport will cast their vctes for the 
lirst time under the new city charter. 
The workings of this Urst election will 
be watched with interest,- uot only by 
the citizens of Newport but by students 
of municipal matters everywhere, for 
it Is such a radical departure from 
existing form that much attention has 
been attracted to it. 


The new charter provides fur such 


unusual methods of electiou that the 
board of aldermen are taking steps to 
make some changed in the voting 
places, There will be so man; 
names 


to be marked and so many votes to be 
counted Individually (for in this case 
there can be no "straight" part; ballots 
to facilitate the counting) that it is 
feared that the booths iu the regular 
polling places mity not bs sullieieut to 
avoid congestion of voters. Conse- 
quently investigation is being made to 
see where additional booths can be 
erected. There ia also some fear that 
In those wards where the fire eugiue 
rooms are used for voting, the appara- 
tus may be kept out iu the cold, cold 
world for a long time while the votes 
are being counted; consequently some 
chauge ma; be made there too. 


There promises to be plenty of candi- 


date for all the offices. Although the 
time remaining Is so short and mauy 
nominations have already been filed, 
persons are still calling at the city 
clerk's office to request blanks for secur- 
ing nominations. 


Although there has as yet been Hied 


only one uomiuation for mayor there 
will certainly be two candidates and 
persistent rumors keep sayiug three, 
but it is generally believed that the 
third name mentioned will be used for 
alderman from the third ward instead 
of for mayor. For members of the 
school committee for three years there 
are already more than the four who 
will be elected and more papers will 
be filed. For members of the board of 
aldermen there will be at least two 
tickets in every ward and iu some as 
many as four are expected. The rive 
members of the board will be elected 
by the voters at large but must be resi- 
dents of tbe wards which they will 
represent. 


There are already lots of names In for 


members of the representative council, 
but there arestill many to come. There 
are to be elected 39 from each ward, 
divided into one, two aud th'ree year 
terms.

Wh;it might havu heen a serious lire 


hi the bimine:" section uf the city oc- 
curled on .Monday night, but furtunuie- 


I ly it was discovered in time, mi that the 


actual damage done \vtis but slight. 


Shorlly after half-past eight Monday 


evening tire was discovered in (he attic 
of the building at Thames street and 
Swan avenue, owned and occupied by 
E. A. Edes. An alarm was quickly 
•ouuded from Box 3, calling a large 
part of the tire department to the scene. 
In spite of the condition of the street, 
owiug to the trench made by the gas 
men, the apparatus was on the scene 
in good season aud hose was quickly 
laid. The fire was principally eonliued 
to the attic, where it originated"among 
matter that had been placed there for 
storage. As the tire was taken before 
it had gathered much headway It did 
not take long to extinguish the flumes, 
but there was considerable smoke and 
some little flre visible from the street. 
There was little damage doue to the 
store on tbe ground floor, extra pre- 
cautions being uted to prevent the ex- 
cessive use of water. 


The cause of the fire Is not definitely 


known. Those who had occasion to 
pass down the wharf a very abort time 
before the fire broke out Haw no trace of 
anythlng.so the flames must have come 
up very quickly.

Compare us, fur in- 
stance, with tho Insect, so formidably 
equipped for attack and so fantastic- 
ally armor cased. ('ouu>mplate unions; 
others tiie ant, upon which you may 
heap ten or twenty thousand times the 


j weight of Ms body without apparently 


chafer, the least robust of ihu beetles, 
and weigh what it is uble to carry be- 
fore the rinifs of its abdomen crack 
or tiie casings of its fore wind's yield. 
As for the resistance of the stag bee- 
tle, it is, so to speak, unlimited. 


In comparison, therefore, we and the 


majority of mammals are uimliditted 
beings, still in the gelatinous state and 
very near to the primitive protoplasm. 
Our skeleton alone, which is, us it 
were, the rough sketch of our definitive 
form, offers a certain consistency. But 
how wretched is this skeleton, which 
one would think constructed by a child! 
Look at our spine, the basis*- of our 
whole system, whose ill set vertebrae 
hold together only by a miracle, and 
our thoracic cage, which presents only 
a series of diagonals which we hardly 
dare touch with the finger tips. 


Now, it Is against this slack and In- 


coherent machine, which resembles an 
abortive effort of nature, against this 
pitiful organism, from which life tends 
to escape on every side, that we have 
contrived weapons capable of anni- 
hilating us even If wo possessed the 
fabulous armor case, the prodigious 
strength snd the Incredible vitality of 
the most indestructible insects. 


We have here, It must be agreed, a 


very curious and a very disconcerting 
aberration, on Initial folly, peculiar to 
the human race, that goes on increas- 
ing dally. In order to return to the 
natural logic followed by all other liv- 
ing things, though we be permitted t-i 
use extraordinary weapons against our 
enemies of a different order, we ought 
among ourselves, among men, to em- 
ploy only the means of attack and de- 
fense provided by our own bodies. 
Were mankind to conform strictly to 
the evident will of nature, the fist, 
which is to man what its horns are to 
the bull aud Its claws and teeth to the 
lion, the flst should suffice for all our 
needs of protection, justice and re- 
venge. A wiser race would forbid any 
other mode of combat as an Irremissi- 
jle crime against the essential laws of 
the species. At the end of a few gen- 
erations we should thus succeed In 
spreading nnd putting into force a sort 
of panic stricken respect of human life. 


Meanwhile the study of boxing giv<-<* 


us excellent lessons in humility and 
'hrows a somewhat alarming light up- 
on the forfeiture of some of our most 
valuable instincts. We soon perceive 
•hat In all that concerns the use of 
lur limbs—agility, dexterity, muscular 
itreiigtb, resistance to pain—we have 
lunk to the lowest rank of the mam- 
mals or batrachians. From this point 
if view, in a well conceived hierarchy, 
ve should he entitled to a modest 
ilace between the frog and the sheep. 
The kick of the horse, the butt of the 
mil, the bite of the dog, are mechanic- 
,lly and auatouiically perfect. It would 
ie impossible to Improve, by the most 
learned lessons, their Instinctive man- 
ner of using their natural weapons. 
But we. the "hominiaus," the proudest 
of the primates, do not know how to 
strike a blow with our fist! We do not 
even .know which exactly is the weap- 
on of our kind. 


Look-at two draymen, two peasants, 


who come to blows. Nothing could be 
more pitiable. After a copious and dil- 
atory broadside of insults and threats 
they seize each other by the throat and 
hair, make play with their feet, with 
their knees nt random, bite each other, 
scratch each other, get entangled iu 
their motionless rage, dare not let 
go, and if one of tljem succeed in re- i 
leasing an arm he strikes out blindly 
and most often into spare a series of 
hurried, stunted and sputtering.little 
blows. Xor would the combat ever end 
did not the treacherous knife, evoked 
by the disgrace of the incongruous 
sight, suddenly, almost spontaneously, 
leap from the pocket of one or the other. 


On the contrary, watch two pugilists 


—no useless words, no gropings, no an- 
gor: the calmness of two certainties 
that know what lies before them; the 
athletic attitude of the guard, one of 
the finest of the male body. The de- 
feated man will rise to his feet w;ith no 
lasting damage because the resistance 
of his boiu-s and his organs is strictly 
and naturally proportioned to tne pow- 
er of the huuiau weapon that has 
struoi; him and brought • him to the 
ground. 


It may seem paradoxical, but tiie fact 


is easily established that the science of 
boxing in those countries where It Is 
generally practiced and cultivated be- 
comes a pledge of peace and gentle- 
ness. Our aggressive nervousness, our 
watchful susceptibility, that sort of 
perpetual state of alarm In which our 
jealous vanity moves, all these arise, 
at bottom, from the sense of our weak- 
ness and of our pliysical Inferiority,

which he holds In his two closed tists 
has no need for self persuasion. Once 
and for all he knows; lougaiiiiutty em- 
anates like a peaceful HOWIT from his 
ideal but certain vu-lory.

TWO QUEER CREATURES. 


A null With fc Hinervolr mid It« Fa- 


vorite. Prer. 


The queerest of all queer eyed ani- 


mals is the porlophthalmus, a fish in- 
habiting the coasts of China, Japan, 
ludia, the Malayan archipelago and 
eastern Africa. 


This strange creature when In pur- 


suit of Its prey leaves the sea and 
comes out on the umd>, thus existing 
for the greater portion of Its life iu au 
element which, according to the na- 
ture of things, ought to be fatal to it. 
The laws of evolution have, however, 
eminently prepared It for its peculiar 
mode of life. Its gill cavltlei ar« so 
large that when It abandons the sea 
It carries in them a quantity of water 
which yields up the necessary supply 
of oxyscn. 


Its locomotion has been provided for 


likewise, for continued use along cer- 
tain lines has so developed its pectoral 
fins that the creature uses them as 
legs aud jumps along at -a surprising 
rate of speed. Its eyes are very large 
and prominent and possess for a |fish 
the peculiar faculty of looking arouud 
ou all sides; hence Its name, perloph- 
thalmus. These eyes are situated ou 
top of the animal's head aud present a 
very protesque appearance. 
; The favorite food of this fish, says 
the .Medical Hecord, is a naked mol- 
lusk called ouehidiutu. 
And in the 


matter of eyes this hist :nentioiied crea- 
ture is itself' worthy of remark. 


Its cephalic or head eyes are like 


those of other mollusks and not worthy 
of special mention. But its dorsal eyes, 
sometimes several hundred in number, 
are truly remarkable. 
These dorsal 


eyes, although they are very simple in 
structure, in type are »he same as 
those of vertebrate animals, having 
cornea, lenses, rctiua and "blind spots." 
In the vertenrate eye the spot where 
the optic nerve pierces the external 
layer of the retina Is sightless; hence it 
Is called the "blind spot." 


Wlieu tills moilusk sees the perioph- 


thalmus hounding over the sands it 
contracts a thousand or so of little 
bladderlike cells in the skin of its 
back,'thereby discharging a hailstorm 
of minute concretions iu the face of its 
.enemy. 


The fish, terrified and amazed by^the 


volley, turns aside, and the moilusk is 
saved. Thus its dorsal eyes are of 
preat advantage to the ouehidiutu. It 
Is not able, like the periophthalimis. to 
move those eyes, yet situated as they 
are all over its back it possesses the 
power of seeing In every direction.

DRAWX AND L'X^HAWK POCLTHY 


Notwithstanding 
that 
considerable 


prejudice has developed agalntt the 
aale of undrawn poultry during the 
past twenty months, largely due to 
several Instances of poisoning result- 
Ing from poultry that was kept for 
too long a time In cold storage In this 
condition, a recent bulletin Issued by 
the chemist In chief of the agrlcul 
rural department at Washington gives 
a very emphatic verdict In favor of 
marketing poultry In the undrawn 
rather than the drawn condition, tills 
judgment being the result of a care- 
fully conducted experiment. Two tur- 
keys, one drawn and the other not, 
were, hung up on the 5th of February. 
At the end of a week it was found 
that the drawn bird was tainted, while 
the other was In perfect condition. 
Four days later both birds were cut 
opsn, It being found that the drawn 
bird was In a bad state of decomposi- 
tion, while the one undrawn was still 
In an excellent state of preservation. A 
practical recommendation contained in 
the bulletin was to the effect that poul- 
try should under no circumstances be 
killed f,or market unless it had been 
kepi" from food for the preceding twen- 
ty f"nr hours, as the presence of part- 
ly digested food In the body tended to 
Increase decomposition very greatly. 
So gtronely was this point emphasized 
that it was suggested that a law be 
passed Imposing a heavy fine for put- 
ting poultry on the market iu tills con- 
dition. The points touched upon should 
be noted by every shipper of poultry. 


A DIG 
LEAK. 


The quality of butter which Is made 


in the creameries of the dairy sections 
of tiie country, whether gathered cream 
or separator concerns, could be greatly 
improved It' all the patrons would take 
the prcc:n;tiuu of giving all utensils 
used In the handling of the milk a 
thorough scalding and sunning wher- 
ever tiie hitler is possible. 
The col- 


lective Indifference and carelessness 
of a body of creamery patrons are be- 
yond queslion responsible for the loss 
of hundreds of dollars through the re- 
suiting inferior quality of the butter 
product. 
Multiply the annual butter 


output of any creamery by from 1 to 
6 cents and one has in cold figures 
the loss that is sustained us a result 
of the slovenly handling of milk and 
cream. Suppose the loss is - cents per 
pound. With the average rural cream- 
ery whose summer output is 10.WO 
pounds a week the IOSH resulting from 
this one cause would be 5200, or 
enough to pay the wages of a first 
class bnttermaker for two months. 
One cannot make a whistle out of a 
pig's tall; neither can the best butter- 
maker on earth remove 1'rom cream 
the taint that is Imparted through care- 
less handling and produce a butter 
product that 
will fetch top notch 


prices. In nine cases out of ten where 
returns for butter sold are not up to 
what they might be the trouble may 
be remedied by scalding the milk cans 
rather than scolding the buttermokcr.

PAPER FROM COTTON FIFIER. 
After a long series of experiments 


the president of the Southern Cotton 
association comes 
forward 
with 
a 


statement to the effect that all qualities 
of paper from the finest linen grade 
down can be profitably manufactured 
from tho fiber of the cotton stalk, 
which has hitherto been a waste mate- 


j rial. It lias also been found that in the 


process of manufacture several valua- 
ble byproducts are secured. Including 
alcohol, nitrogen 
and 
material 
for 


smokeless poivder. It Is expected by 
those directly intcrt'.'.>d that several of 
these now paper pl.^us will be In full 
operation by the first of the new year. 
Since the stalks average a ton for ev- 
ery bale of '-ollon grown, this would 
make available 12,000,000 tons of raw 
material annually, which Is twice as 
much as would be needed by all the 
mills of the country at the present 
rate of consumption. It Is to be hoped 
that when the Industry develops on a 
large scale It may prove all that Its 
promoters now anticipate, for It would 
not only render valuable a hitherto 
waste product, but 
would greatly 


lessen the enormous drain upon the 
spruce forests of the country, which at 
promt furilsh the bulk of the mate- 
rial for the manufacture of the cheaper 
grades of paper.

A wind break is one of the first

•Equipment for treating the se«d In 
case It U scabby: A pickle or vinegar 
barrel and a gunny sack, and some 
kind of a spraying apparatus should 
b* »t the disposal of every garf«ner 
•nd farmer who makes a business of 
raUlnf potatoes.

The period will end wish the year. At 
tlie hearings this week the department 
submitted the result of the weighing 
tsel for two months, but a» it represent- 
ed the two bot-weather mouths— the 
dullest months iu 
the 
year— it U 


deemed advisable to have access to the 
statistics for six months before basing 
any recommendations ou trie weighing 
test. The two mouths test «how con- 
clusively tUat it is not tbe daily news- 
papers tbat burden tbe mails. They 
represent ouly a email per cent, of tbe 
total weight of cecoud-clasa matter that 
is turued over to tbe post offices of the 
couutry in the course of a month. It 
teems desirable, too, that tbe commis- 
sion shall have such data as can be 
compiled relating to the comparative 
length of the haul of newspapers and 
other classes of second-class matter be- 
fore au intelligent decision cau be 
reached as to where the responsibility 
for tbe Government's loss on second- 
class matter is to be placed. 


Jobu Norrls, representing the Amer- 


ican Newspaper Publishers' Associa- 
tion, made a couviuciug argument be- 
fore the couiuiiiisiou iu support of the 
contention that the legitimate news- 
papers of the country are not responsi- 
ble for the deficit in the postal revenue 
said to be chargeable to carrying sec- 
ond-class matter at oue cent a pound. 
Mr. Morris coutended that the daily 
newspaper Is one of the least expensive 
articles carried iu tbe United States 
mails,. He pointed out that the carry- 
iugofthe newspaper iu the malls re- 
quires less labor and less expense for 
carriage than any other kind of mail 
offered for transportation. 
The atti- 


tude of the postal officials is being 
criticised by persons who are watching 
the bearings before the postal «>mmis- 
sion. It is alleged that tbe Post Office 
Department is largely to blaiue for the 
couditiou tbat now exists because it 
has permitted publications that should 
have been 
barred to creep into the 


malls from year to year until tbe origi- 
nal policy—that of aflbrdibg a cheap 
p™;al rate for newspapers—has been 
lost sight of. The postal department, 
of course, thrcws tbe blame ou Cou- 
gress, wblnh it alleges bas beeu negli- 
gent iu euactlug lawn tbat would en- 
able that department to exclude the 
various kinds of publicatious that have 
sprung up within the last teu or fif- 
teen years. 


The department has uot beeu in- 


clined to discriminate between tbe 
newspapers, daily aud weekly, aud the 
thousaud aud oue other kiuds of publi- 
cations. Even Mr.. Madden, third as- 
sistant postmaster general, iu bis state- 
ment before thecomrnissiou, "lumped" 
all the second class matter In laying up 
against It the charge tbat it is respon- 
sible for the $14,000,000 deficit iu the 
poblal establishment during the fiscal 
year which ended June 30. Mr. Mad- 
den advocated a uniform rate of four 
cents a pound for all classes of printed 
luatter, whether it be newspapers, ad- 
vertising dodgers, magazines or what 
uot. 
It isevideut that the commission 


is uot likely to take up with this view. 
It has beeu shown very clearly since 
Ibe hearings began that some distinc- 
tions must be made. Just what the 
classification shall be Is tbe puzzling 
question, but It is plain that the com- 
mission will favor some sort of plau 
for making a distinction between the 
daily aud weekly newspaper aud the 
bulky periodical second class matter. 
The representatives of tbe associations 
representing the dally aud 
weekly 


newspapers bave bad all tbe best of 
the argument so far. 


Tbe strongest argument tbe publish- 


ers of daily aud weekly newspapers 
have hi favor of leaving tbe rate ou 
their product as it is now, is tbat it cau 
be demonstrated that there is a proh't 
to the Government iu carrying a news- 
paper eighty or a hundred miles for oue 
cent. And statistics have beeu pre- 
sented to tbe Commission showing 
that tbe United States does uot have 
to transport newspapers au average of 
more than eighty miles from the place 
of publication. It has beeu demon- 
strated that tbe bulk of the circulation 
of the greatest newspapers of the couu- 
try Is withiu fifty miles of the publica- 
tion office. The circulation beyond 
the oue hundred mile limit is insignifi- 
cant. Iu tbe brief submitted to tbe 
Commission by the American News- 
Paper Publishers' Associaiiou it was 
asserted that a test will show tbat the 
Government, can carry a newspaper 
three hundred miles for one cent and 
still uot lose anything. 'After 
the 


three hundred-mile limit is passed, the 
"ewspaper 
fs carried at a' loss. Of 


i-ourse, some small fractiou of every 
I'-iper's circulation travels more than 
three hundred miles, but the loss on 
timt business la more than made up by 
tne bulk of the circulation which pat- 
ronizes the mails for from fifty to one 
hundred miles.

The pub- 
lishers of le^imale newspapers are per- 
fectly willing mat the Commission 
shall recommend that Cougresa define 
a newspaper in readjustiug the rate- 
in making the publications that are 
not newspapers pay a rate commensu- 
rate with the cost of carrying them in 
the mails. The Newspapers Publish- 
ers' Association suggested that the sec- 
ond class rate be restricted to the dis- 
semination of public information, and 
the suggestion seemed to make a favor- 
able impression. It was also suggested 
by the newspaper publishers 
that 


sample copy distribution be stopped. 


The Com mission at Ibis silting is con- 


fining its inquiry to second-class nut- 
ter, but It will no doubt look into other 
causes for tbe annual deficit before it 
makes its recommeudatious to Con- 
gress. While secoud-class matter IB 
chargeable with a considerable pert of 
Ihe annual deficit it is not by any 
meaus responsible for all of it. .Rural 
free delivery of mail, which everybody 
accepts as a good thing aud which no 
one proposec to disturb, is responsible 
for an enormous loss. The fraukiug 
privilege is also responsible for a good 
deal of the shortage.

sewerage at a coal of 124,000.000 to 
carry oil tbe flood waters which former* 
ly over-run the streets and to get rid of 
the surface sewage which tilled Ibe gut- 
ters with disease-breeding filth tud 
corruption. Tbe task was a gigantic. 
one. but the enterprising citizens of 
the 
Southern melropollu 
cheerfully 


gave thoir tiuie and taleuts without 
charge and taxed themselves millions 
of dollars to accomplish it, aud imw 
they feel well repaid In having laid a, 
broad and secure foiiudatiou for bealtti 
and comfort in tbe future. 


There wu« bitter ami determined op- 


position In New Orleans to tln< proposed 
benelit. The drainage and sewerage 
plan was a great innovation upou the 
system that had prevailed iu that city 
for two centuries, without a single sew- 
er and with dirt ditches for gutters. 
1 here were plenty of knockers aud ob- 
jectors to say that the old ways were 
eood enough, and there were many 
political graiidstuuders who sought to 
make capital fui themselves by ostensi- 
bly standing up for ttie people. Physl- 
cians were loud in saying that the sur- 
face system of drainage and sewerage 
was (lie best, for the reason that light 
and air were nature's great disinfect- 
ants aud lhat under-Round mains in 
that damp climate could not fail to 
bring a train of disease and death. 


Besides these objections, coming from 


some of the oldest aud most trusted, 
medical scientists, there were eugiueer- 
Ing experts who maintained that the 
now scheme was impracticable aud 
would undermine tbe foundations of 
the town by concentrating the flood 
waters lu too narrow limits, from which 
they would overflow with ruinous de- 
structiveuess. There were also not a 
few property owners who feared that 
their property wuuld be injured or who 
were too small minded aud stingy to 
be willing to bear their part of the ex- 
pense. 


Nevertheless, the public spirit of tbe 


city prevailed, aud now, after ten years 
of patient and persistent endeavor, all 
obstacles have been overcome, and New 
Orleans is oil the high road to the pros- 
perity aud splendid development tu 
which her ualural advantages entitle 
her.—Kansas City Journal.
